Travels In Yugoslavia by, Joyce Mattea 

A LONG TIME AGO, my father 'sime skalkov came from the OLD COUNTRY. 

He was thirteen and it was 1909. He left his mother, Matija; his 
father, Ivan; his sister, Stacija and two younger brothers, Stipan 
and Anton on a small island called OLIB on the ADRIATIC coast, a- 
cross the sea from Italy. 

This modest and picturesque island with stone churches; small stone 
houses arranged to form a village surrounded by winding trails of 
stone walls making up the pathways from house to house which divided 
properties, vineyards and gardens, looks toward the sea to the main¬ 
land and the city of ZADAR. ZADAR/a medival city, was once one of the 
thriving cultural centers of the VENETIAN empire. 

On the island of OLIB, the land surrounding the village contained 
spotted groves of olive trees, oak groves, many small vineyards, goats, 
sheep and a few TUVAR (donkeys). Men and women could be found working 
in the rocky terrain. Children might be playing or swimming in the 
warm clear waters encirling the island Which isolated them from the 
rest of the world.

sime took the ferry boat from OLIB to ZADAR. There, he boarded a 
freighter which took him 21 days to reach New York. After spending 
a day on Ellis Island, he was met by his older brother Ivan, Very 
soon after, he decided to continue his journey by train across America 
to San Francisco to live with his two older brothers Matt and Nickula. 
sime lived, worked, married, had a family and died in the San Francisco 
bay area, never to return again to OLIB. 

I grew up in a neighborhood filled with a multitude of aunts, uncles, 
cousins and the like which gave my up-bringing the ambiance of a small 
European village. Whenever the family would get together for christ¬ 
enings, marriages or holidays, I would hear of the island of OLIB and 
the beauty of the warm, clear sea that surrounded it. One day, in 1937, 
while I was still very young, a decision was made to send Uncle Anton, 
the youngest son of my fathers family back to OLIB. Twenty years prior, 
Anton left OLIB to come to San Francisco to live with his older brothers. 
Now, his mission was to go to OLIB, bring his widowed mother Matija to 
San Francisco to live out her remaining years among her family. 

To get to OLIB, Anton took a train across America to New York and then a 
steamer to London. Here he took another train which made the connection 
to the ORIENT EXPRESS and after a few days he finally reached ZADAR. 

From ZADAR he took a ferry boat to the island. After over six hours, 
he arrived at the dock of OLIB. There he walked down on the two wood 
planks placed from boat to dock to be used as a gang-plank. Twenty 
years had gone by and nothing had changed. OLIB was the same as the 
day he left. 

You can therefore try to visualize the scene of my first trip to OLIB a 
few years ago. Then I took a ferry boat from ZADAR to the island (it 
may have been the very same boat my Uncle Anton had taken on his return 
to OLIB some forty years prior). I will never forget the anticipation 
of seeing the island. The boat trip took over six hours. We stopped 
at many small islands on the way to OLIB. It was late in the after¬ 
noon. At every island, a few people would leave the boat with large 
cloth bags filled with goods purchased in ZADAR. At one island, a 
large black funeral wreath was lowered from the boat to the dock. After 





it, came a oblong pine box. Obviously, someone had died on that island. 
People on the docks of all the- islands we stopped at, looked with an¬ 
ticipation for someone they knew to come off the boat. Many people 
greeted their relatives with tears, hugs and in general, holding on. 

Their looks reflect fondness and endearment as their eyes filled with 
tears. I heard an older man say to a man who stepped from the boat, 
BROTHER OF MINE, ONLY GOD COULD MAKE THIS HAPPEN. HOW MANY YEARS HAS 
IT BEEN? TWENTY TWENTY-FIVE? BROTHER, YOU LOOK WONDERFUL! 

As we approached the dock on OLIB, the sun was setting, making the sky 
a warm peach color which gave everyone on the dock a glowing look. It 
was as if someone had ordered the color to make everything REMEMBERABLE- 
UNFORGETABLE! Two large planks of wood were placed from boat to dock. I 
waited so I could be the last person to leave the boat. This was the 
first time I had stepped foot on the ground of the birthplace of my father. 
I felt an immediate rush of excitment and tears began to fill my eyes. 

How I wished that my father could be with me to experience this wonder¬ 
ful feeling. OLIB was the same as the description I had heard over and 
over again, so many times, so many years before. I felt as if I had 
stepped back in time and it was the first time in my life I felt love 
for everthing around me. 

This is the reason for planning a trip to Yugoslavia. I do want every¬ 
one to experience at least some of the wonderful feelings, I did. There 
are many treasures to be enjoyed in Yugoslavia. I hope you will join 
me and have the most fun you have ever had in your life. Come enjoy 
the wine from the vineyards; the fish from the Adriatic; the songs : 
of the Slavs and the love from the people of Yugoslavia.
